The fact that when the vital spark escapes 
or is dislodged from the material body, the 
closest scrutiny fails to show that it ‘takes a 
single material atom along with it; and the 


still more conclusive fact that in manifesta- .— 


tion: of intelligence in and through matter— 


moving articles of furniture, or grouping atoms 


together in forms of human bodies, called 
“form materialization”’—this intelligence makes 
its transits to and from the material objects, 
in and through which it manifests, altogether 
independently of matter or material condi- 
tions, at least,.for aught the human senses 
know to the contrary, give an emphatic nega- 


tive to the interrogatory. 


If spirits could not maintain their individ: 
ualities outside and independent of matter, 
or if they would de-entify and cease to be, 
by becoming entirely disengaged from all. the | 
human mind can cognize as matter, would 
not the dissolution of the material body be 
equivalent to the annihilation of the spirit 


- that had been ensphered in it? 


The question as to whether ‘spirit is or is 
not highly attenuated matter is not involved’: 
in the consideration. Only those manifesta- 


tions that are through or in ponderable mat- 


ter, and in manner and method cognizable to 


_ the physical senses, come under. considera- 


tion here. The conclusion is clear beyond 
reasonable question that the power that 
energizes by impartation of force the table 
to tip or rap, or.material atoms to assemble 
into forms of the human body, is independent 
of and dominant over the material atoms so 
acted upon. These phenomena, then, being 
but signs of the real, they go no further, to 
say the most’ for them, than to prove in a 
general way the existence of the disembodied 
or unembodied intelligence. 

. We concede the value of ‘such evidence of 
Immortality. It counts for more, far more 
than all the external arguments. submitted: 
from pulpits since the first one was erected. 
But in and of itself it will not have. a spirit- 
ualizing influence.

In tħis Aoi twilight hour my thoughts 


go back to the unawakened Oregon—the beau- . 


tiful Oregon that lay dreaming in her beauty 
Sleep, before the civilized man had come and 
awakened her, and left his empty cans and 
old shoes in her most beautiful and secluded 
retreats. As I look upon that Oregon, and 
then upon the Oregon of these days, I won- 


der how it was possible for the white. people 


to make such a marvelous transformation in 
so short a time. Oregon, before it was di- 
vided up, included what is now the States 
of Washington, Idaho and a part of. Montana. 
In the early settlement. of this country, six 
months was the shortest time in which the 


journey could be made from Council Bluffs, 


Iowa, the last white settlement, to Foster's, 
the first white man’s home that the old emi- 
grant road passed, crossing the Cascade moun- 
tains, after reaching the Willamette valley. 
Most of those who composed the early settle- 
ment of this country came with ox teams; 
but my father had horses, and that year there 
was a train of ninety wagons that my father 
joined at Council Bluffs and traveled in com- 
pany with until they reached Foster’s—here 
they separated, and each family went their 
lone way looking for a home to locate on 
that suited their fancy, | 

At that time the Government allowed a. man 
and his wife six’ hundred and forty -acres— 
half of this was the wife's exclusively. My 
father traveled the length of the Willamette 
valley—which is claimed to be thé Eden of 
this world—out into the Umpqua valley, until 
he came to what is now called “Deer Creek,” 
and here he found the place he was looking 
for, and he selected six hundred and forty 
acres, and he and my mother filed on it. In 
about three years the County Seat was located 
here and the place was named “Roseburg” in 
honor of my father, Aaron Rose. 

In a very short time after the home was 
made here I was born. My birth-place was - 
under a magnificent oak tree. No one ever 
had a lovelier or more commodious birth- 
place. But, alas! my mother never looked 
upon me, for she passed to spirit lfe in a 
few minutes after I was ushered into this 


life. The nearest white person was fifty 


miles away. But Solomon, an Indian. boy, 
about 12 years old; took charge of me, and 
no child ever had more tender, loving care. 


‘Solomon was my constant companion until I 


was about eight years old—then he, too, went 
to the spirit world.

A GREAT CASE IN COURT 


The English dailies speak of the libel suit 
brought by Miss Lind-af-Hageby against Dr. 
' Saleeby and the Pall Mall Gazette as one of 
the -great cases of modern times. The libel 
was against her as ‘the leader of the anti- 
vivisection movement, accusing her of false- 
hoods in her statements against the vivisec- 
tionists. ; i : 

The hearing in court last sixteen days, and 
though the jury decided against Miss Hageby, 
a great victory was won for the anti-vivisec- 
tion cause by the widespread interest that 
the press and people took in the case, en 
tirely due to the high standard of intellectual 
ability displayed by Miss Lind-af-Hageby. The 
lady conducted her own case in court, The 
“Daily Telegraph” of London, expatiates on 
“the astonishing physical task of which she 
acquitted herself. Taking into account her 
opening speech, which extended over nine 
. hours, her concluding speech which occupied 
over three hours, her examination, and her 
cross examination, she was speaking for 
thirty- -two hours out of the total eighty which 
the trial absorbed. Throughout the whole of 
this trying time she was dealing for the most 
part with highly technical and controversial 
matters, that demanded uncommon research 


and ‘knowledge, yet she was never at a loss 


to meet the most difficult situation, or lacked 
material to turn to her defense. Her manner 
and her language provided a lesson in sober, 
graceful conduct.” 

The Daily News got up a public subscrip- 
tion to reimburse Miss Lind-af-Hageby for 
her outlay at the trial and in three days 
$6,500 were subscribed. It is the intention

I promised my readers to tell them about 
Solomon in the July Worlds Advance

The Anti-Vivisection Review, commenting on, 
the “Nobel Prize in Medicine,” says: “The 
Swedish Medical Committee, which selects the 


recipients of the Nobel Prize for the most 
important work done in physiology aud medi- - 


cine, has been singularly unfortunate in its 
choice for the year 1912. Dr. Alexis Carrel, 
of the Rockeleller (Vivisection) Institute, New 


E York, has received the sum of $389,900, in 


‘recognition of his services to humanity.’ 

“Dr, Carrel’s work was extensively de- 
scribed by three independent witnesses (for- 
mer employees in the Rockefeller Institute) 
‘in an account which was published in the 
New York Herald in December, 1909. The 
following extract is taken from the ‘sworn 
statement of Mrs, Mary L. Kennedy, which 
was published on December 27th, 1909:” 

“Dr. Carrel performed leg operations last 
year. He put the first dog on one table and 
cut off his leg, while. the second dog was 
being made ready; 
the second dog; 
first dog .to the body of the other dog. The 
dog without the leg grafted on was left to 
die. 


“After the operation the dog with the graft: 
ed Jeg was put in a plaster cast. Then there 


was a galvanized iron stand that had a piece 


of canvas stretched across it very tight on 


a gort of frame, The dog was placed on this 
and buckled down very tight. One strap went 
around the neck, one back of the front legs, 
and another at the back. The bandage around 
the neck wag so tight it had to be loosened 
so the dog 
ment. 
“The dog's sufferings from the neck strap 
were just awful, They were left there’ for 
days. Dr. Carrel kept one dog for three 
weeks or more. The latter part of the time 
it was. down in his room lying on the floor, 
where it wasted away to nothing, until it just 
died. About the third day the body would 
get black and green and all colors, and swell 
up as big ag a small keg, 
unspeakable condition, The odor was fright- 
ful. No anaesthetic during this time. The 
_ dogs would. moan, and cry like a baby, and 
look ` at you so piteously. The leg 
dogs were very. peevish while strapped to 
the canvas for such a long time, and Dr. 
Carrel took stiff white rubber tubing to whip

PRISON REFORM.. 


Washington, Aug. 9.—What prison schools 
are doing for men and women. who have 


been placed behind bars for offenses against 


society is told in a bulletin issued by the 


Federal Bureau of Education. In this bulletin | 


A. C. Hill of the New York State Education 
Department is ‘quoted as follows: 


“The lockstep has been abolished; cropping 


the hair is no longer practiced; stripes have 
been discarded; contract labor has largely 
ceased; the parole system has been inaugu- 


rated. Schools in prisons are the expression 


of the highest conception, yet formed of the 
proper way to deal with men and women 
segregated from society for violating its laws. 
They are an outgrowth of the belief that the 
door of hope must never be closed to. any 
human being, and of the conviction that the 


reformation of even the most degraded and 


vicious is still pospibie; They stand for op- 


portunity.” 


The bulletin gives statistics gathered from 
fifty-five prisons for adultg in the United 
States and Canada. It shows that there are 


forty-four schools in as many prisons, eleven- 


of them open twelve months in the year. 

“It has been found,” the bulletin .con- 
tinues, “that prison 'bars and stripes, foul air 
and poor food are not deterrent in their 
effect. Since these have proven largely fail- 
ures, the effects of education are now tried. 
The prison schools indicate a popular notion 
that intelligence has in itself an inhibitory 
influence upon-impulses of crime, and that 
mental capacity, rightly .directed, is a pow- 
erful incentive to reform.”

“At the age of 14, any boy or girl who can 
read and write English may be turned on the 
world and left to shift for himself, according 
to the laws of the State of Illinois. Under — 
these conditions the fate of a defective girl 
is too horrifying to describe even before such 
an organization as this. The boys fall into 
gangs and are allowed to cultivate any crimi- 
nal ways that may tempt them. 

“The vocational school would curb eae 
tendencies, give the boy or girl something to 
look forward to and turn him out prepared 
to cope with the world as an efficient worker.

Any man who has made a study of Indians 
and their religion, together with their ways 
of life and their social customs, who would 
permit such an order as that to go unchal- 
lenged, should, at least, be severely censured. 
A man who would make an order of that na- 
“ture, is not qualified to hold the office of In- 
_dian Inspector. l 
~ He informs the public that it is a custom 
of these Indians. to give away practically 
everything they have to their medicine men. 
[In proportion to the population, the Indians 
have one Indian doctor, where white men 
have ten. The compensation that is paid’ to 
the Indian doctors is not equal to the amount 
paid to: any one of our white doctors. The 
[Indian doctor makes no charge for his serv- 
ices. He accepts anything that the friends.of 
the sick Indian think best to give him. 

Mr. Mitchel informs us that the Indians. are 


really impoverished by giving everything they 


have to their medicine men. Such a state- 
ment ag; that ig not worthy of consideration. 
He also says that the Indian doctors exert 
such an influence over the Indians that they 
will not go to the agency physician, even 
when they are seriously ill. I .often attend 


meetings at the Christian Science Church, | 


where I hear statements of that same nature. 
_,Why doesn’t the Indian Office issue orders 
“like it did many years ago? I.was ordered 
to stop the rations of the Indians if they 
would not attend the white man’s church. 
But, thanks to Carl Schurz, Secretary of the 
Interior, the order was countermanded. 
I would most respectfully ask permission 
to refute statements that are calculated to 


prejudice the public against our native Ameri- 


cans. 
First, it hag been a custom among the nsa- 
tive Americans from time immemorial, to 
have an annual gathering of their tribes or 


clans, which occurg every year in the seventh ` 


full moon, That gathering is, in a way, like 
unto our Christmas gatherings. The men 
and women, yes, and even the children, pre- 
pare presents for months ahead that they 
wish to give to their friends. Just the same 
spirit is manifested that we show at the 
Christinag tide, l ! 
They go loaded with presents to these an- 
nual gatherings, and they return home in the 
same way.. The greatest delight that an In- 
dian hag is to give and receive presents. In 
that way he manifests that spirit of love that 
pervades in their hearts. It is not right to 
give out such a statement, that everything 
is given to the medicine men. ‘They give to 


. them in times of sickness, the same as we

simple in their ways. Their religion was 
the same as the Essennes of 2000 years ago: 
Mine is thine and thine is mine—they held 
everything in common.’

The change that the native Americang are 
passing through, trying to adopt the ways of 
the white man, is killing them off very fast.

Our Swedish namesake The Vegetarian 


gives in its last number the following inter- © 


esting letter from a conscript: 

“I never liked meat, and of late yearg I 
have totally abstained from it, living on a 
quite simple Vegetarian diet. From 5th Sep- 
tember, 1911, to 3rd April, 1912, I served my 
time in the army at Boden (a fortress on 


the Finnish frontier about fifty miles south 


of the Arctic Circle) as a ski-runner. (In 


the winter skis afford practically the ‘only 


means of getting about on the hard, frozen 
snow.). I lived on such Vegetarian food as 
the government provided. When one of the 
captains learned this he said, ‘Well, this will 
be an interesting experiment,’ and so it 
proved. Sometimes I had to content myself 
with potatoes and bread, but not very often; 
and then, when I got‘a better meal, it made 
up for the more scanty one, I cannot say 
that I was starving; almost every day we 
had a sweet fruit soup (a common Swedish 
dish), barley soup or something similar; but 
the best thing of all was the coarse home- 
made bread (rye whole-meal). 

“One day all my comrades got poisoned by 
meat off a cow-skeleton. They all suffered 


from diarrhoea, and congratulated me, say- 


ing that after all it might not be so bad to 
be a ‘grass-eater.’ l 
“The officers always arranged that I got 
the hard work that was going, and I 
taged first-rate. On one occasion when 
al}fbut four out of forty had to give up, ex- 
hawsted, I was. one of the four exceptions. 
THe cold was very severe. During a.whole 
week the temperature varied from 50.8 de- 
grees to 54.4 degrees below zero (Fahren- 
heit), but I felt it no more than the others. 
—rather less.”—The (London) Vegetarian.

One’s Own and Other People’s eee 3 
hours;

This system continues throughout the whole 
curriculum, in pursuance of the ‘initial direc- 
tions to teachers to tell. the children that

Miss Cecelia Mitchell, of New York, and her 
three unmarried sisters invited all their young 
men friends to the number of twenty to what 
they called a “farewell reception.” During the 


evening Miss Mitchell asked each young man if 


he believed in a -double standard of morals. 
Of the twenty only five stood for a single 
standard. of morals for both, sexes~equally 
binding on the man as on the woman, 

. At the close of the interrogation Miss Mit- 
chell arose and, addressing the fifteen young — 


men who advocated the double slandard of > 


morals, said: 

“You have frankly expressed your views that 
while it is right and proper for women to 
lead. chaste and. virtuous lives, it is also right 
and proper for men to consort with degraded 
women—women who are considered beneath 
decent recognition. Now if you young men 
(who make prostitutes) regard keeping of such 
company as right, we women who are chaste 
and virtuous can no longer consider you fit to 
associate with us; and herewith request that 
you no longer darken our doorg with your pres- 
ence! Keep company with those who are like 
vou!” f

of women members: improving the legal posi- 
tion of children born out of wedlock; mitigat- 
ing the punishment for infanticide committed 
by an unmarried mother at the time of the 
birth; protecting minors from indecent as- 
sault; securing a state grant of 50,000 marks 
for helping prostitutes to reform; raising .the 
age for marriage from fifteen to seventeen; 


-legal protection for children who are victims 
of cruelty, neglect or overwork; and mother-.

BUTCHER SHOPS CLOSE 


“McCool, Neb. Saturday.—That domestic 
science as taught in the high schools of 
Nebraska is helping to cut down the high cost 
of living is evident from the fact that for the 
first time in the history of this town it is with- 
out a butcher shop. A few years ago McCool 
had three meat markets and they flourished, 
but for several months one shop had had a 
hard time to exist. And now it is closed. 

“Not more than a dozen families have been 
eating meat since the price has gone so high. 
William Donavan, the last butcher, said today: 
“I guess the price ig too high for the people 
to buy meat.” 


But other citizens hold different views. They 


attribute the poor demand for meat in this 
town fo domestic science that is being taught 
in the county seat high school in York and the 
local high school. 

“Why, my girl has learned to cook dishes 
we never dreamed of ten years ago,’ one man 
said. “She has. substitutes for this and for 
that. And meat is no exception. With a little 
corn she makes a dish that beats either fish 
or meat. I used to laugh at the domestic 
science courses, but I have changed my mind 
about them. They’re all right. -And the best 
thing about them they’re practical.” `

NO MORE MILITARISM. 


Shirley Dare, a contributor to the “New 
York Herald,’. says: “In my opinion, it would 
be for the benefit of the country, the family 
and the individual, if every mother’s son were 
obliged to pass a certain amount of military 
service before he can. vote. The military 
training is the only. one nowadays which 
teaches men to obey, and gives them any 
notion of the value of obedience. No train- 
ing makes men so effective: for every-day 
use or leaves them so alert, prompt and full 
of resource. The adoption of military educa- 
tion, in earnest would lead to ,the adjustment 
of serious questions, physical and national. 
The great point about military training is, 
that it enforces exercise for a purpose, not 
merely for the sake of exercise.”

millions of Hindus and Chinese are Vegetar- 
ians, because their religion (Buddhism) en- 
joins them to be. 
on rice, can lift a load that it requires four 
British sailors to carry, who are fed on meat, 


rum and. tobacco.

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It is Cony ‘in the United 
States and Great Britain that the laboring 
classes: eat much meat, for their higher 
wages enables them to afford it; but, these 
are also the countries in which the most 


_ drunkenness prevails. Meat eating is the cause 


of excessive liquor drinking and its. miseries, © 
and the latter cannot be done away with un- 
til the former is abolished. . 

The recent races between Vegetarians and 
meat eaters, in Germany, as a test of endur- 
ance, were won, by large odds, by the Vege- 
tarians. At the start the meat eaters were 
ahead, but, before the races were finished, 
many of them had to take the train to re- 
turn home, being completely exhaysted before 
they were half over. m 

Meat is an excitant and stimulant that in- 
toxicates, in a measure, but does not com- 
pletely inebriate, as liquor does. Wnen the 
effect of the meat eaten passes. away, there 
is a fresh call from the system for meat, 
just as the liquor drinker requires another 
drink to stimulate him, when the effect of the 
last one has been ie cae Lucy Ar Rose 
Mallory.

Now that we women are, as you say, at 


last “awakened,” we want. to know why the 
Church, which has had the devotion and the 


service of women for centuries, has in the - 


past remained, for all practical purposes, si- 
lent, while women were being sold and ex- 
ported like cattle for the purpose of white 
slave traffic.

The simple treatment is as 
follows: “One drop ofthe Tincture of Iodine 
in a little water every two hours is to be 


‘taken internally. And the buboes to be painted 


with Iodine constantly throughout the day.

‘SUCCESS OF THE “HONOR SYSTEM.” 


Omaha, Neb., Saturday—The “honor”. sys- 
tem,” introduced into the Nebraska State 
Prison a year ago, has worked such wonders 
among the convicts that the penitentiary, ac: 
cording to the annual report of the warden, 


has become more like a big hotel filled with 


guests than a prison. While the convicts can- 


not come and go just-as they please, they are. 
often given permission ‘to remain away for as | 


long ag two or three weeks at a time while 
working for farmers or contractors and, to 


-their credit, not in a single instance has the 


faith of the warden been abused. 

Practically all punishment has also disap- 
peared. With the knowledge that they are be- 
ing trusted has come the conviction to the 


prisoners that they must justify that trust. . 
. Guards who failed to treat the men humanely 


or who did not fall into the new spirit of the 
institution were dismissed. A large portion of 
the convicts attend night school and about ten 
per cent are enrolled in a correspondence 
course with the State University. 

The warden talked to the inmates of the 
prison and told them that as. any of them 
showed fitness he would permit them to leave 
the institution for short periods and work 
outside the walls. But he also told them that 
any abuse of this privilege naturally would re- 
bound upon every man of them.’. During the 
summer many were permitted to work in the 
harvest fields and skilled workmen received 


permits to engage in the building trades in 


regain their manhood. 


Lincoln. Others performed manual labor and 


still others worked as regular farm hands. 
Every man of them returned to the institution 
and promptly handed over his wages to the 


` warden. As their time expires this money will 


be turned over to them. Never a guard went 


out with any prisoner and their honor was.

Incidentally the prisoners are taking greater 
interest in the institution itself. With outside 


assistance the warden has practically rebuilt 
the plumbing system, has dug new wells for 


the water supply, has overhauled the sewerage 
system and, with the aid of convicts, has made 
of the penitentiary something like a big club 
house for the use of the prisoners, 

The “honor system” has worked wonders in 
the Nebraska penitentiary.

VIVISECTION CONDEMNED 


Philadelphia, Pa., Saturday.—Dr. W. R. D. 
Blackwood, one of the best known surgeons 
of this city, declared tonight that vivisec- 
tion had done nothing to advance surgical or 
medical science. . 

In his- lecture which was illustrated by 
lantern slides, Dr. Blackwood asserted that a 
medical college in this city has used forty 
animals a week and for more than a year 


has not paid one dollar for anaesthetics. He 


also declared that a prominent surgeon who 


‘has charge of one of: the classes: in the col- 


lege abused an animal and kicked it after it 
had been taken from the operating table. 

“Vivisection is cruel and unnecessary,” Dr. 
Blackwood said.. “I wish to declare that no 
advance has been made ‘in the surgical or 
medical world through Vivisection. The ad- 
vance in surgery is due to the cleanliness of 
the operator and the patient. 

“It is an outrage the way certain operators 


treat dumb animals. when they are placed on. 


the table.” a 

Dr. Blackwood’s slides were of operations 
performed in laboratories in Philadelphia 
from a manufacturer’s catalogue and from 
medical publications. ` 

Dr. Blackwood ‘served through five wars. 
He was at one ‘time physician to Abraham 
Lincoln and is an authority on surgical work.

Under the heading, “Scaring the People for 
Profit,” the “Toledo Blade” says: The cam- 
paign of education of the board of health

_ the city started Saturday when posters and 


window placards were placed in prominent 
places, especially. near the school buildings.

General information is given on 
the prevention of contagion, in which the 
state health board and medical societies are. 
quoted. The posters are being distributed 
without expense to the city by wholesale 
druggists, who furnish vaccine points to the 
physicians.

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TO INVESTIGATE HUMAN VIVISECTION 


A resolution calling for investigation of 


charges of human vivisection by surgeons of ` 


the Rockefeller Institute and the Columbia 
University has been introduced in the New 
York Senate. The principal charges which 
prompted this resolution for investigation 
are as follows: - 
That Dr. Lemmet Holt, professor of dis- 
eases of children in the college of physic- 
ians and surgeons, Columbia University, ap- 
plied tuberculin tests to 1,000 young chil- 
den, who were ward patients in the babies’ 
hospital. i pe > 
That two children, among many who were 
_sujected to the same tests, developed the 
vilest of all contagious diseases, after leaving 
Willard Parker Hospital, where they were 
inoculated with a serum as an experiment. 


That Dr. Martin Cohen, of Harlem Hospital, . 


Randalls Island Asylum, and the New York 
Ophthalmic and Aural Institute, used Doctor 
Noguchi’s “Jeutin emulsion,” which is the 
extract of the germs of the most dreaded of 
contagious diseases, on fifty patients suffering 
‘from minor ailments. In his report, Doctor 
Cohen is quoted as follows: “Thus far the 
test has heen «absolutely harmless in 170 
cases which were inoculated. during the last 
five months.”

MUTUAL SUPPORT. 


All beings of the Universe, individually and

THE ‘POWER OF THOUGHT. 


It was our good fortune to manifest the 


Power of Thought very early in life; many, . 


many years before it had been spoken of or 


. thought of in this new world, when we made 


our first appearance on this stage of life. This 
knowledge came to us through the first. great 
event of our life—and as we review it from 
today, it seems to be the greatest event, and 
the following is what called it into action: 

. The few settlers at Roseburg, Oregon, de- 
' cided to have a Fourth of July celebration and 
dance the coming Fourth of July, and it was 
to be held at a place twenty-four miles beyond 
Roseburg where a man had built a “tavern” 
for the accommodation of those who were 
traveling to and from the gold mines that had 
been discovered in Jackson and Josephine 
counties. In.this house there was one room 
- large encugh to dance in; this was how 


it.came to be selected as the place for hold- 


ing the celebration. 

It was ‘in April when the “Fourth of July 
celebration” and dance was decided upon, so 
that there. would be time to send the long 


distance for the provisions to supply the meals 


to the participants, and to get the finery that 
was to be worn on the great occasion,. and 
also there must be time to reach all the set- 
tlers in the Umpqua Valley. Some of these 
would have to travel seventy-five miles, and 
ten miles was the shortest distance, except 
two families who lived within five miles. . 

When the glorious Fourth came every man, 
woman, child, and baby in arms in the valley 
. were there, and one more. baby Se added be- 
fore the festivities were over. It was born 
soon after the young mother had finished her 
third dance. 

There was a big flag that my sister and I 


were the progenitors’ of, with a little help in- 


the making, waving a welcome to all from 
the top of a pole that looked so far up in the 
sky to our youthful eyes, that we asked 
Daddy if he thought God could see it? He 
laughed and said: “Yes; if God looks he can 
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see it.” (Then we were sure that God could 
see it, for it was not possible that he could 
help looking at it.) The flag was nailed to 
the pole before the pole was raised, and tts 
stars and stripes waved a welcome to all who 


passed by as long as time and wind hàd left 
a star and stripe to wave, and-that was many 


years, 
The white stripes were made from the only 
white sheet in the settlement and that was 
one. that was brought “across the plains” 
when my father moved from Poughkepsie, 
New York, to Oregon. It was. kept safely 
folded away in the box that held all our 
precious things and only used when some 
noted visitor, like General Joseph Lane, Ore- 
gon’s best loved and most revered citizen, 
Judge Matthew P. Deady, Governor- Addison 
Gibbs and his wife (who was .one of the 
Angel-Women who are: very rarely seen in 
this life)’ came to spend the night. The red 
stripes was what called for the great sacrifice 
—the sacrifice of our new: calico dress—that 
is, our dress that was to-be, for it had not 
yet been made. Nat. Mitchell—one of the 
many noble pioneers of the Coast—had been 
to Portland, which is two hundred miles from 
Roseburg, and when he returned he brought 
the material for a calico dress (calico at that 
time cost -one dollar a yard.) This was the 
only goods available for the flag, and we had 
been told that without a flag there could nou 
be a celebration and dance. Not tọ have 
these was a greater sacrifice than not to 
have the dress. So the red calico (it. was 
more pink than red, and there were tiny 
white flowers running through it, but these 


did not show when it was at the top of the 


high pole) went to make the red stripes. 

The blue stripes were made from “blue jeans” 
that was. intended for pants for Nat himself. l 
The stars—I’ll not tell what they were ‘made 
from, but it was a well-worn garment. This 
is the genealogy of the first flag that helped 
make the first Fourth of July celebration in 


‘the Umpqua Valley. 


Our sacrifice was great in giving up. our 
new dress that was to be, but we were re- 


‘paid a thousand, yes, ten thousand times by 


the enjoyment we got from the “Fourth of © 
July celebration” and the dance—oh, the 
dance! the celebration—the joy of it. could’ 
not be told! But the dance—that was- 


- ecstasy beyond expression! 


This was our very first (we were not yet 
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— quite nine years old), and we had no more 
idea what a dance was. until it began than 
the little Indian girl had of God when the mis- 
- sionary asked her if she loved God; she re- 
plied, ‘she did “not know,” she had “never 
eaten any.” ` Even after all the mile-posts of 
time that we have passed, whenever we hear 
some one tuning the violin, our heart throbs 
with joy and we are again, for the moment 
_ the little child at the first dance. 
did not miss a dance from start to finish; 
. and it began at 4 p. m. and ended at 9:30 

„a.m. 

But our readers are wondering what this 
has to do with the Power of Thought. 
fact is we became so lost in the memory of 
old times that we forgot, and have been liv- 
. ing over again what our pencil nae been tell- 
ing to you. © 

But now we will tell you the experience this 
celebration and dance gave us of.the Power 
of Thought. 

During the time that. we were revelling in 
the thoughts of the “Fourth of July celebra- 
tion and dance to be,’ we were going to 
school. There were nine children within 
reachign distance of school, so at Roseburg 
they had built a little room, ten by twelve, 
that was made of planks cut from fir trees, 
and the seats were also planks that had pieces 
of the body of the tree for legs to stand on, 
-~ and these legs of the bench were so high that 
the children’s feet could not reach the floor 
when they were sitting down; so we would 


get very weary, and one day we had our feet. 


under the seat trying to rest, our tired legs 
when the board slipped off its wooden legs 
while all the children were sitting on it, and 
it injured our’ foot so much that we could 
neither stand nor walk on it. This had been 
the case for several days, and one day my 
stepmother said to me: “You can’t go to the 
celebration and dance, for you cannot walk.” 
We had never thought. of: this before, but it 
came to us now with such a force that it 
made us sick; but we resolved that the foot 
must be made to- walk, for we could not give 
up the greatest treat of our young life, and 


it did walk from that time, and we did it by 


. the Power of Thought! 
Black is dying out of this life. 


We read in the Bible that the last enemy 
to be overcome is Death. The first enemy 
that must be overcome before we can be- 
come civilized is Greed.—Lucy Rose Mallory.

We would like to see the American people 
“act upon the following intelligent suggestion 
made by Miss Margaret Wilson, at the Bien- 
_ nial of the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs: 


“Our national, State and city representa- . 


tives meet in council,” said Miss Wilson, “to 
decide the great public problems. There are 
no places provided for the citizens who chose 
these representatives to hold councils of their 
own to decide whom they shall choose for 
these. offices. 

“There is no place provided for them to 
meet regularly and discuss the questions of 
government and politics... How little the aver- 
age man discusses the questions which he 
decides at election! . The average man reads 
` his newspaper every morning. He gets incor- 


rect information, and sometimes false and nar- 


rowly prejudiced judgment. He goes to a few 
partisan meetings, at which the program iş 
arranged privately by private parties. Then 
he goes to a rough, undignified place, often 
the back room of a saloon, to cast his ballot. 

‘Isn’t it strange that we neglect the great 
‘principle of common council? Our forefathers 
realized the necessity of it, and met regularly 
‘in the town hall or the school house. We to- 
day are so absorbed in our little private. busi- 
ness that we forget the great public busi- 
ness—government. We have left it for a few 
to make it their particular business, often for 
their own private ends. 

“The great interests and the political bosses 
know the value of cooperation. We have for- 
We have disintegrated and fallen 
apart and forgotten government because we 
are more interested in our own business. 

“Every school district has a capitol. We 
must meet in those capitols. We must meet 
as neighborhoods and not as partisan organi- 
zations. If we meet thus, we shall form pub- 
lic opinion. Our legislators will ‘know what 
‘we want. They will not be misunderstood 
and we shall not be misunderstood.”

It brings to birth in the boy’s mind 
the joy of the artist, which is the joy of self- 
expression. In short, this school SHOWS the 
‘boy how to live. 

This school is officially known as the New 
York Juvenile Aslyum, It is in part a charit- 
able institution, and receives some support 
from the city of New York. It takes delin- 
quent boys direct from the Children’s Court. 
The boys live in twenty- seven pretty cottages, 
two of which they themselves have built, near 
Dobbs Ferry, N. Y. 

- One of the boys who had been in the insti- 
tution two years was due to leave, He was 
‘much: interested in the building of one of the 
cottages upon which he had been at work. 
His mother came for him on the appointed 
day. “Mother,” said he, “I can’t bear to leave, 
I must stay until this house is done.” A way 
was found and the boy staid two months 
longer, thus getting valuable experience which 
_ later was a great help to him. 

Every state ought to have for its delinquent 
boys and girls homes similar to the New 
York Juvenile Asylum. Such a home is a 
splendid investment because it conserves and 
directs human energy in a way that helps and 
strengthens and purifies society to a greater 


_extént than almost any other human institu- 
=- tion representing an equal investment.—The
